Rumors Relative to the Residence of 
the Fnture Pope. 


FRIGHTFUL CHICAGO ACCIDENT. 


General Crook's E state V alued at 
Only One Thousand Dollars 
—Villard's Schem e.

PAINFUL RUMOR. 
Louisville Partially Destroyed and Hun­ 
dreds of Lives Lost. 
C incinnati, March 27th.—It is reported 
here to-uigbt lhat the western end of the 
city of Louisville has been blown down by 
a cycloDe, and from 1,500 to 2,000 lives lost. 
Itoccurrej about 0:30o'clock. The storm is 
still ragtag, and telegraphic communication 
with the Vest is seriously crippled. 
ANOTUFR HORROR. 
A Score of W orkmen Buried iu the 
W reck of a Building. 
C h ic a g o, March 27th.—Shortly after 6 
o’clock this evening the men were prepar­ 
ing to leave the big sugar refinery on the 
corner of Beech and Taylor streeis, when 
the largest boiler exploded. The fiauies 
caused by the explosion reached the starch 
department, when another explosion oc­ 
curred, and three floors of the great build­ 
ing and the timbers supporting it were 
actually blown to atoms. A large number 
of men at once went to work at the ruins, 
where the bodies of twenty or thirty men 
are supposed to be buried. At 9 o’clock 
four bodies have been recovered, and the 
work is being pushed. 
a n o t h e r acco un t. 
C h ic a g o, March 27th.—A disastrous ex­ 
plosion occurred this evening in the Chi­ 
cago Sugar Refinery Company’s plant. One 
man was fatally hurt and twenty others 
severely burned. The explosion occurred 
in the starch drying room, and is supposed 
to be from spontaneous combustion. A 
similar explosion occurred a year ago, re­ 
sulting in fatal injury to one mau. 
The building were the explosion occurred 
to-day is a two story brick, separated from 
the main thirteen-story building. Twenty- 
seven were at work in the starch-room 
when, without warning, came a tremendous 
report, followed by Hashes of fire and the 
rumbling of the falling timbers. Shattered 
portions of the building and machinery 
were hurled in every direction, and the 
workmen were buried beneath a mass of 
debris which took fire. 
The 200 men employed in the main 
building were panic-stricken and rushed 
into the street as soon as possible. The 
cries of their imprisoned fellow-laborers 
brought them to their senses, and with the 
aid of eighteen fire engines the -fire was 
subdued, and in a short time the bruised 
and bleeding victims cared for in the com­ 
pany's [laboratory. 
All sorts of wild rumors flew about the 
city and for a time it was understood that 
the main building had been wrecked and 
scores killed. 
Thousands of people hastened to the 
scene, among them the wives, mothers and 
children of the employes. These latter 
fought their way through the mass ot spec­ 
tators and clamored for admission to the 
laboratory. 
Louis Xettshorst was the victim whose 
injuries proved fatal. 
General Manager Behr and Foreman Ho- 
boldt were fearfully burned about the face 
and hands. The other men, while pain­ 
fully burned and bruised, are not thought 
to be in danger of death. The pecuniary 
loss by the explosion will be about $10,000. 


GRAND SCENERY. 
Railroad Engineers Make a Survey oí 
the Colorado Canyon. 
D e n v e r , March 27th.—Chief Engineer 
Robert B. Stanton, who left here with a 
corps last November to make the prelim­ 
inary survey of the Denver, Colorado Can­ 
yon and I’acific Railway and grand junc­ 
tion to the Gulf of California, through the 
Grand canyon of the Colorado river, re­ 
turned home to day from Needles, Cal., 
for a couple of weeks’ rest. 
Mr. Stanton and his party are the first 
men who have passed through the danger­ 
ous canyon since Major Poweil made the 
trip, in 1869. 
In conversation to-night he said the 
construction of a railway through the can­ 
yon was perfectly feasible, and that from 
Grand Junction, Col., to the Needles, a dis­ 
tance of 900 miles, the grade need not at 
any place exceed over twenty feet per mile, 
and for the greater part of the distance 
would not be more than from five to ten 
feet per mile, while the curvature, contrary 
tb general expectation, would be very light, 
and were results much better thau he an­ 
ticipated. 
Mr. Stanton has gathered considerable 
data upon the resources of the country ad­ 
jacent to the canyon, but as yet the greater 
part is undeveloped. It is a difficult matter 
to put them into definite shape. Between 
the head of the Colorado river and the 
end of Grand canyon he passed over 520 
rapids. 
He graphically describes bis passage over 
rapid No. 465, below Peach springs, during 
which one of his boats was damaged by 
collision with rocks, and he was washed 
overboard by a wave and thrown into a 
wuirlpool. He was sucked and drawn 
downward into what seemed a bottomless 
river. He finally came to the surface fifty 
feet from where he went down, and was 
rescued by his men. 
The rapids are many times more dan­ 
gerous than the onewhere President Brown 
and two men lost their lives last season, 
but on account of the present parly being 
supplied with life preservers, no man dur­ 
ing the whole trip has been in danger of 
drowning. He considers this canyon from 
Peach Springs to be the grandest and most 
wonderful of the whole canyon, the 
scenery surpassing anything in America, 
even the Grand Canyon in A rlransM. .n.i 
the Black Canvon of Gunnison. 
He spoke in the highest terms of the 
braverya nd faithfulness of the men who 
accompanied him on the dangerous jour­ 
ney.

DESPERATE WOMAN. 
She is Bundled Into n Bluuket aud Taken 
off' to Jail. 
O nancock (Va.i, March 27th.—Constable 
GuDter succeeded in landing in the county 
jail at davbreak yesterday morning Mrs. 
Margaret Thorne, who has been defying the 
law and its officers for several years. Mrs. 
Thorne, who is a giantess, has been con­ 
victed frequently of selling liquor without 
a license. She is one ot the best-known 
characters in the Charlestown region, and 
has the co-operation of the “Charlestown 
Tigers,” who arc always ready to protect 
her against the officers of the law. Re­ 
cently the officers succeeded in catching 
her unawares, but she stripped lierself al­ 
most to the skin and then dared the con­ 
stables to carry her off. They were unwill­ 
ing to take the chances and retired. 
She was again convicted at the last ses­ 
sion of Court and Judge Gillet, who has 
just teken his seat upon the bench, issued 
an order for her arrest. Constable Gunter, 
to whom the order was given, secretly 
gathered a large posse and broke into 
Margaret's house shortly after midnight. 
Mrs. Thorne was in bed at Ihe time, but re­ 
fused to get up and dress, and when an at­ 
tempt was made to pull her out she fought 
like a tigress, and was helped by two of 
her daughters, who are also amazons. 
Meanwhile a third daughter had gone to 
secure the aid of the Charlestown Tigers. 
Before the desperate band reached the 
house, however, the woman had been 
bundled into a blanket and taken in a 
carriage to the jail. 
She has been cursing 
and swearing ever since that she will be 
revenged upon all concerned in her arrest. 
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Destructive W inds. 
K ansas C it y , March 27th.—A storm se­ 
vere in intensity prevailed throughout 
Kansas and Southwestern Missouri to-day. 
It follows a season of warm spring weather. 
Snow is reported from some portions ot 
Western Kansas, but the fall is not heavy. 
The velocity of the wind was extraor­ 
dinary for such a long-continued storm. 
At Wichita it blew forty miles an hour, 
and did considerable damage. The water­ 
works is partially demolished and Wm. 
Eakin was fatally injured. In the north­ 
ern part of the city,where the wind had the 
freest play, several buildings were blown 
down. At Abilene, Kan., the wind was 
not so severe, but considerable damage was 
done. 
L in c o ln (Neb.), March 27th—The storm 
throughout Nebraska is extraordinarilv 
severe for this season of the year. The 
wind blows at a high rate aud snow is fall­ 
ing rapidly. The snow is so wet, however, 
that it doesn’t drift badlv, but causes much 
delay to travel, being from four to eight 
inches deep, and trains are delayed from 
three to five hoars. No damage is reported 
from the high wind. 
M in n e a p o l is, March 27th.—Telegraphic 
reports from points in Minnesota, Dakota 
and Iowa show that a general snow-storm 
prevailed during the day. The storm was 
most: severe in northern Iowa, where rail­ 
way traffic is impeded. Stock will suffer to 
some extent. 
In Dakota wet snow is regarded as a 
great benefit to the crops that are now be­ 
ing seeded. The temperature at all points 
is but little below tbe freezing point. 
C h ic a g o. March 27th.—The severe storm 
which reached here at noon has been gen­ 
eral throughout the Northwest. Snow fell 
heavily this afternoon for an hour. It then 
turned into rain and sleet, accompanied by 
a furious gale. Telegraph service to-night 
is crippled in ail directions. 
Cin c in n a t i, March 27th.—There was a 
heavy thunder and rain storm in this city 
this evening, lasting for over two hours. 
South and southwest, through Kentucky, 
southern Indiana and southern Illinois and 
middle and western Tenneseee wire com­ 
munication is entirely interrupted to-night 
by the storm. Meager news from the up­ 
per Ohio valley reports a fall of water 
everywhere. 
Ca ir o (111.), March 27th.—A tornado 
struck the town of Metropolis, 111., this 
eveDing, doing great damage to property. 
Many houses were blown down. The loss 
of life as yet has not been reported. Mill 
Creek Mills was also visited by the 
storm and considerable damage reported. 
The wires are down for six miles, and no 
further information can be obtained to­ 
night. 
Ca ir o (111.), March 27th.—A wind and 
hail-storm passed over Cairo this morning. 
No daniBge was done here. Considerable 
damage is reported from Bird's Point, Mo., 
where it is reported several houses were 
wrecked; also along the Mobile and Ohio 
Railway. All the wires from this city are 
down, and there is no chance of obtaining 
further information. 
Sioux C it y , March 27th.—A snow-storm 
visited here to-day, the heaviest of the sea­ 
son. All trains are delayed, and on some 
roads abandoned. All the transit lines of 
the city are blocked. The snow is drifting 
badly to-night. 
' In a Critical Condition. 
L ong I sla n d C it y , March 27th.—Moul­ 
ton, who was shot veslerday by John Ro- 
nan. is slill in a critical condition. 
The Safe Deposit and Trust Company 
says the only way the Legislative commit­ 
tee can gain access to Archer’s box in their 
building is to present the keys and a power 
of attorney from that gentleman. 
A joint committee of the Senate and 
House has been appointed to investigate 
Archer’s accounts. The amount of his 
shortage is supposed to be large. Archer’s 
condition is serious and no one is allowed 
to see him other than his wife and daugh­ 
ter and the attending physician. 
Eight thousand dollars of State securi­ 
ties have been found so far which had 
been pledged by Treasurer Archer for his 
private account. 
A Murderous Sexton. 
Baltimore, March 27th.—While Father 
Lenningham, the assistant pastor of St. 
Joseph's Church, was performing a funeral 
cermonv this afternoon, Sexton Richard 
McNichols, without a word of warn­ 
ing, tired five shots at him. three 
ot which took effect and serionsly wounded 
him. 
McNichols was seized by the 
mourners and taken to jail. McNichols is 
25 years of age. The cause of the shooting 
is unknown. 
Rejoicing at Clieyenne. 
C heyenne (Wyo.), March 27th.—The 
Capital r«n wild on the receipt of the news 
that the House had acted favorably on the 
Wyoming bill. The celebration will last 
till morning. Bands are playing, men and 
women cheeriDg and artillery and fire­ 
works sounding. All the church bells are 
ringing and prayer meetings of thanks­ 
giving were held. Realty values have ad­ 
vanced 25 per cent. 
Residence of the Fope. 
N ew Y o r k , March 27th.—A Rome special 
says a large number of Cardinals are advo­ 
cating that the future Pops to be elected to 
succeed Leo XIII. leave Italy immediately. 
They declare that the position of the Pope 
there is untenable. Pope Leo strongly 
opposes the scheme and has appealed to 
the Cardinals that his last days on earth be 
comforted by the assurance that such a 
course will be abandoned. 
Fatal Slabbing Affray. 
M issou la (Mont.), March 27th.—This 
morning at Fiat Creek, seven miles west of 
here, Frank Gagnon stabbed and instantly 
killed Theodore Mennier, the result of a 
quarrel over money claimed by Gagnon to 
be due him from Mennier. The murdered 
man leaves a wife and two children. The 
murderer is in jail here.

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SEATTLE TIDE LAXDS. 
The Admission o í the State Makes a 
Difference in Title. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 27th.—In the case of 
Frank Jones and others, who made appli­ 
cation to locale Valentine scrip upon eeriain 
lands near Seattle, Wash., which are below 
high-water mark, but above low-water 
mark, known as the tide lands, the Secre­ 
tary has decided that such land is not 
within the inteut of the Act of Congress 
authorizing the issue ot Valentine scrip 
and its location upon public lands of the 
United States. 
He holds further, that since the location 
was upon unsurveyed lands, it was merely 
a reference right to perfect such location 
after the survey as against the claims of 
others except the United States, but that 
until such location is adjusted to the public 
surveys tbe United States has authority to 
dispose of lauds covered thereby. Such 
disposition, he holds, was made of the 
tract in controversy by the admission of 
Washington into the Union as a State, 
hence, even were it to be conceded that the 
lands were, at the date of location subject 
to disposal by the general Government, the 
rights of tbe State are superior to thone of 
the scrip applicants. 
It is slated that the land in question is 
located on the water front of the city of 
Seattle, which, together with the improve­ 
ments, are valued at several million dollars. 
The Chiuese Qti«»tsoii. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 27th —Hon. J. W. 
Foster appeared before the Senate Com­ 
mittee on the Census as a representative of 
the Chinese merchants in the United States 
and opposed the bill which passed the 
House on the 17tb, requiring the Superin- 
tendant of Census to give every Chinaman 
in the country a certificate which shall be 
the sole evidence of his right to remain in 
the United States. 
Foster asserted that the passage of this 
bill would not be satisfactory to those in­ 
terested in adverse Chinese legislation. He 
cited recent actions of the San Francisco 
Supervisors in setting apart a certain quar­ 
ter of the city within which all Chinese 
must live and do business. He further 
read from a statement by the counsel of the 
Supervisors who drafted the ordnance, ad­ 
vising the carrying out of the provisions of 
the ordinauce regardless of any appeal by 
the Chinese to the Government. 
Foster said a proper regulation and re­ 
striction of Chinese immigration could be 
secured by a rigid enforcement of the laws 
now on the statute books, without a fur­ 
ther violation of the treaties with China 
and the straining of relations with her Gov­ 
ernment. The effect of the bill, if it be­ 
came a law. would be to invite retaliation 
by China, by shutting out of that empire 
American merchants and missionaries, and 
a complete non-intercourse commercially. 
lSlaine Declines to Talk. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 27th.—Secretary 
Blaine declined to-night to talk about the 
report sent trom Washington and published 
in the New York Evening I'ost, to theetfect 
that the United Slates delegates to the Pan- 
American Conference were authorized by 
him to make a proposition of absolute re­ 
ciprocity to the representatives of the South 
American countries. 
A gentleman well posted in what is go­ 
ing on in tbe Conference says that delegates 
Flint and Coolidge, two of the United 
States delegates, have been and are still in 
consultation with some of the foreign dele­ 
gates with reference to the subject, but 
whether they are acting upon their own 
responsibility or under instructions of Sec­ 
retary Blaine, could not be ascertained. 
The proposition is said to involve the 
surrender by the United States of duties 
upon sugar and carpet wools imported 
from the countries of Central and South 
America in exchange for similar conces­ 
sions from the Governments of those 
countries as to the merchandise imported 
from the United States, including all farm 
products, refined petroleum, lumber, agri­ 
cultural implements, machinery, and some 
other articles. It is asserted that such an 
exchange of concessions would increase 
the exports from the United States to Latin 
America from fifty to sixty million dollars 
a year. 
The Sacrameuto River. 
W a s h in g t o n, March 27th.—The River 
Convention delegates called upon Chief 
Engineer Casey again, aud secured some­ 
what more favorable consideration for the 
plan to create a Commission to have charge 
of the Sacramento river. Casey said that 
it might he possible to have a Board of 
Officers placed in charge of the work on 
Pacific coast streams. If this were done, 
one of the delegates said, they would re­ 
gard it as a iong step toward gel ting a Com­ 
mission. 
He would also see that the Board of 
Officers was composed of men who were 
familiar with the Sacramento and knew 
the needs of the stream. The delegates 
still strongly favor Clunie’s bill, and will 
have another conierence upon the measure 
with the California delegation in a few 
days. Failing to get relief of the desired 
sort, they will remain here and endeavor 
to get as large appropriations as possible 
for the improvement of California rivers.

W ashington, March 27th.—The House 
Committee on Territories to-day decided to 
postponed the consolidation of tbe bills 
for the admission ol New Mexico and 
Arizona as States, and to appoint a sub­ 
committee of five to examine the Constitu­ 
tion of New Mexico and to report to the 
whole committee upon the question of the 
admission of tbe two Territories. 
The Democrats regard this action as an 
indefinite postponement of the admission 
of these Territories. 
The Republicans say, on tbe contrary, 
that the chances of New Mexico securing 
Statehood are greatly increased. Arizona, 
they say, will probably have to present a 
Constitution for the consideration of Con­ 
gress before her case will be acted upon. 
Counterfeit Ten Dollar Notes. 
W a sh in g to n, March 27th.—The Chief of 
the Secret Sirvice has information of the 
appearance of a new $10 counterfeit Na­ 
tional Bank note on the German National 
Bank of New Orleans. It is similar to the 
dollar counterfeit on the Third National 
Bank of Cincinnati, Ohio, which was en­ 
graved by Miles Ogle and made its appear­ 
ance in August, 1884. This new counter­ 
feit has appeared in St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and Louisville. There are no silk lines in 
the paper, out the paper has ink lines in 
imitation of them printed on the back. It 
will readily deceive and is regarded as a 
dangerous counterfeit. 
President's Reception. 
W a sh in g t o n, March 27th.—Tbe Presi­ 
dent gave a special reception this afternoon 
to the delegates to the Convention of the 
American Association for the Elucalion of 
the Colored Youth which is in session. In 
response to the introductory address hv 
Professor Gregory, the President said iu

The anti trust bill was referred to the Judi­ 
ciary Committee with instructions to report iu 
twenty days. 
Among the bills reported and placed on the 
calendar were the Senate bill to reorganize and 
establish the Customs collection 'district at 
Puget Sound and the House bill for the retire­ 
ment oi John C. Fremont as Nfajor-tGeneral 
Senate bill appropriating glo. M-i additional 
lor a lightship lor the mouth of the Columbia 
nver passed. 
Senate bill suspending fbr one year Ihe stat­ 
utes requiring steamers 10 be provided w ;th cer­ 
tain lite saving appliances, guns for throwing 
lines, etc., passed 
The autl-tmst bill was then taken up, and 
when the amendment excepting front the pro 
hibition of the law combinations of workmen 
and tanners came up Edmunds spoke :bt some 
length. He lavored going as far as the Consti­ 
tution permitted in suppressing and breaking 
up trusts and mouoiadies. The people could 
not shut their eyes to the fact that if capital 
combined, if great industrial establishments 
combated to regulate wages, workmen also 
combined to defend themselves, aud so this 
country and other countries for the lost forty 
years had been turned into great camps» oi op­ 
positions, where there ought to be odIt one 
camp ofico-operative triends. Even in 'Srash- 
iugton. where Congress has exclusive jurisdic­ 
tion, all the trades had combinations, which 
were armed camns. making an aggressive war­ 
fare against the rest of mankind. 
Edmunds cited as an incident the case oi a 
skilled printer w ho wanted employment its tbe 
Public Printing Office, but could not be hired. 
The man did not belot g to a particular com­ 
bination. and the Public Printer was threat­ 
ened with a strike if the man was employed 
If that sort of thing is not tyranny, Edmunds 
said, he didn't know what tyranny was. 
Edmunds went on to argue that'if labor com­ 
binations put up wages fiity per cent., the peo­ 
ple who owned the mines and furnaces-, etc , 
had a right to combine to protect themsel ses, 
so a» to get such prices as would make up for 
the increased cost of production. He believed 
it better to reduce the partial evil of grind tig 
monopolies than to step clear over the boundary 
line established and maintained between Con­ 
gress and the legislative powers ol the States. 
Platt also attacked the bill. 
A motion by Walthall to reier the bill and the 
amendments to the Judiciarv Committee, to 
report back in twenty days, was-then agreed to. 
The Senate bill granting pensions to ex sol­ 
diers and sailors incapacitated for manual la­ 
bor and to dependent relatives of soldiers and 
sailors was taken up. 
Plumb argued in support of his amendment 
made some time ago, extending the provisions 
to ail who served three months or more, etc. 
Berry opposed the amendments as another 
form of the service pension bill. 
Davis, of the Committee on Pensions, also op­ 
posed it. He was not readv togo to the extent of 
pensioning everybody, irrespective of depend­ 
ency. The bill as reported bv the committee 
would make an appropriation of $3ri.000,n00 
necessary in addition to the $98,060,000 now 
needed.

The House bill for the admission of Wyoming 
was ordered printed, and the senate adjourned; 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, March 27th.—The House met at 
11 o'clock in continuation of Wednesday's ses­ 
sion. The Wyoming) admission bill was again, 
taken up. Outbwaite ot Ohio opposed the bill 
upon the ground of insufficiency of population. 
Ruckalew of Pennsylvania antagonized the 
measure, declaring that it was a bribe held out 
to Congress by the local office seeking element 
of the Territory. 
Mr A doo of New Jersey said the Constitution, 
of \V yoming, if not the worst ever adopted, was 
abreast of the worst. 
Springer of Illinois said the Wvomingbtll 
gave the Mormons the right of suffrage: the 
Idaho bill deprived the Mormons of the right 
to vote. The reason was that in Wyoming the 
Mormons voted the Republican tioket, while iu 
Idaho he-suspected they voted the Democratic 
tieket. He believed that il the Mormons of 
Utah voted with the Republicans. Ihe gentle­ 
men on the other side would railroad a bill 
through for the admission of that Territory. 
It was said by a majority as an excuse for tbe 
small vote cast for the Constitutiou. that during 
the election the snow and tremedous gale kept 
people away from the polls. He created much 
merriment on the Democratic side bv quoting 
from the returns to show that the tremendous 
gale had been a geutle breeze of one mile an 
hour, and the driving snow storm dwindled 
down to a small flurry. 
tirosvenor of Ohio said the Democratic party 
since the fall ol slavery, aud since it had ceased 
to admit Slates in order to keep tin the policv of 
slavery, was always opposed to the admission 
of Stales, and its hostility was either open ami 
declared as now, or covert or insiuua'ed as in 
the Fiftieth Congress. This had always been 
the policy of the Democratic party. On the 
question of woman suffrage he called attention 
to the fact that there was nothing in the Consti­ 
tutiou which prevented anv state from apply­ 
ing for such suffrage. The vo;e here in favor of 
the admission of Wyoming by uo means meant 
that the voter was an adherent oi the doctrine 
of female suffrage, a doctrine which he was not 
much alarmed about. 
At 1 o’clock the previous question was or­ 
dered. Springer, on behalf of the minority 
committee, offered an amendment providing 
for another convention to be called under the 
authority of Congress. Lost—veas 131. nays 
138 
‘ 
Donnell of Minnesota and Sherman of New 
Y'orfc voted with the Democrats iutheallirm - 
ative. 
Springer then offered an amendment provid­ 
ing lor an election in Wyoming the Tuesday 
after the fl-st Monday in March next, for á 
representative to the Fifty-first and Fiíty-fifth 
Congress aud State aud judicial offices, the Con­ 
stitution to be voted upon, aud if they rote 
against female suffrage that feature to be elimi­ 
nated. Lost—yeas 133, uavs 139; Dunnell aud 
Van shaick of Wisconsin voting with the Dem­ 
ocrats. 
Springer offered an amendment striking out 
the clause iu the Wyoming Constitution provid­ 
ing for female suffrage. Defeated—yeas, 123; 
nays. 138. Dunnel and Lehlebaok of New Jer­ 
sey voted with tho Democrats. 
Breckenridge of Kentucky moved to re-com­ 
mit the bill. Lost—yeas, 129: nays, L44. 
The bill was then passed: Yeas, 139;: nays,

WOMEN- AH FOOTPADS. 
A Peculiar Case *5 Highway Robbery 
Reporte<l frw» Chicago. 
Chicago, March 27lh.— Lincoln Shannon 
had a novel experience Wednesday night. 
While walking on Peoria street, on the 
W ist Side, he was suddenly confronted by 
two women with revol7exj. ’They requested 
him to hold aphis hands,and he promptly 
complied. As he stood with hts hands 
pointing skyward ona of the fair footpads 
went through his pockets, her companion 
meanwhile holding an ugly-looking gun 
unpleasantly close to his head. 
The women were respectably dressed and 
heavily veiled, making it impossible to see 
their features. One was a very large aud 
strong-looking woman, and the other was 
of medium higbt, and together they ap­ 
peared so formidable that Mr. Shannon 
considered it unwise to offer any resistance.

THE SCHOOL AND THE CHTJHCH. 


Lev. Horatio Stebbins, D. I)., of San 
Francisco, on 
Sunday, 
in 
that 
city, 
preached of the relation of the common 
school system to religion and to govern­ 
ment. 
He was, as usual, trenchant and 
bold, and found the kernel of the question 
in these sentences of undeniable truth : 
The public school system of the country is im ­ 
bedded in the United States and iu the hearts of 
the citizens. It is a part of the office of the 
Government as much as it is to sustain the judi­ 
ciary aud legislative departments. 
It is the 
duty of the Government because duties are re­ 
quired of the citizeus which require intelli­ 
gence. It it was a monarchy it would be differ­ 
ent, but m a free country the Government is no 
lODger paternal. 
This duty the Government owes to the citizen 
because the Government requires duties ot the 
citizen as a free man. The common school sys­ 
tem is no charity. Men without iarnilv ask 
why they are eoint>e!led to pay taxes to educate 
another man’s children. For the same reason 
that they receive other municipal benefits. It is 
because the general social weli&re requires it. 
That is the whole question in a nut­ 
shell. There is no religion in the common 
schools, because it is not the office of the 
system to deal with the spiritual any more 
than it is the office of the judicial and ex­ 
ecutive departments of the Government. 
If the argument that the schools should 
be religions is sound, then it is good for 
the deiense of religious teaching and test­ 
ing in each aud every branch of Govern­ 
ment. 
The reverend speaker put it well 
when he declared that those who say there 
is no religion in the schools really mean 
there is not in the schools what each in­ 
dividual holds to be religion. 
There is 
such a divergence of opinion as to what is 
true religion that the whole matter set­ 
tles down to tiiis proposition : “There is 
no religion 111 the schools or anv other 
institution unless there is conformity to 
what you or I believe.” 
There is no re­ 
ligion in the schools unless our particular 
views are sustained by the teaching. 
The 
State simply says: “Settle this question, 


‘ W hat is true religion ?’ among your­ 
selves, for the State does not meddle with 
it, but gives to the child only those means 
of knowledge concerning the 
common 
things ot useful life that are essential to 
decent and orderly* citizenship.” 
----------------- ♦--------- ■■■

S h e r i f f F i.a c k has sent his resigna­ 
tion to Governor H i ll; Tammany has ex­ 
pelled him ; a jury of his country has 
found him guilty of criminal conspiracy to 
falsely procure a Court judgment; and yet 
Flack declares that he is innocent, and 
that time w ill vindicate him. 
The brazen 
effrontery of the man is amazing. 
The 
very lawyer who appeared for his wife in 
the divorce case against Flack, went on 
the stand and <wore that Flack’s son en­ 
gaged him to bring the action; that he 
never saw his client, Mrs. Flack; that no 
testimony was introduced bv him, and 
that he never even went before the Referee, 
but that Flack, his 
son, and 
Referee 
Meeks conducted the whole thing. 
In 
other words, Mrs. Flack was plaintiff in a 
suit for divorce while she had no knowl­ 
edge whatever of the proceeding, and 
F l ick and his son engineered the entire 
aflair. 
Yet Flack puts up a pitiful mouth 
and declares his innocence. If there could 
lie any doubt of the lawyer’s story, the let­ 
ters from the son and from the Referee to 
the lawyer establish conclusively that the 
fraud was put up and carried out by the 
father, the son, and the Referee. 


C h ie f E n g in e e r C asey tells th e Sacra­ 
m ento riv er delegates now in W ashington, 
th a t if a Com mission is not created 
as 
asked for, a Board of Officers fam iliar w ith 
C alifornia stream s m ay be appointed to 
h av e charge of th e m atter of th e reclam a­ 
tio n of th e rivers.

should not be raised for our rivers as well 
as fot those o f th e M ississippi valley, is 
w h at is incom prehensible.

only 
the.few are educated in riv er engi­ 
neering; th a t they m ove very slowly; th a t 
th ey are by train in g led to repulse th e 
advice, even th e testim ony of civilians; th a t 
th ey are rarely w ell |>osted upon th e com ­ 
m ercial interests involved in a g reat w ork. 
A m ixed comm ission, how ever, w ith skilled 
engineer- accustom ed to th e treatm en t of 
rivers, w ill be m ore rapid in m ovem ent 
lib e ral ¡11 sentim ent and in closer com­ 
m union w ith th e people whose interests 
lie nearest to th e cause of riv er reclam a­ 
tio n and restoration.

need to send an o th er p riv ate inspector, 
especially not one w ho w ould be under 
th e direction and officious hosp itality of 
th e R ussian officials. 


I t a p p e a r s th a t th e w om an who wrote 
th e personal letter to th e C'zar, protesting 
against R ussian cruelties, and from w hich 
le tte r th e R ec o rd-U n io n quoted freely, 
a day or two ago, has been re-arrested, and 
is th reaten ed w ith ex ile to Siberia. 
O cr 
readers will recall th a t in th e letter there 
was not a word th a t any citizen in a free 
governm ent m ight not address to a legis­ 
lato r or G overnor w ithout offense. 
I n ­ 
deed, th ere is not in 
th e com m unica­ 
tion a line th a t should offend th e Czar. It 
is a dignified protest against a political 
system as antagonistic to th e best interests 
of one’s nativ e land. 
A ll th ro u g h th e 
letter th ere breathes a sp irit of patriotism 
an d ard en t love for R ussia, and even of 
respect for th e Im p erial house. 
B ut in 
R ussia th e rig h t of p etitio n is unknown» 
and w hoever dares to even th in k th a t th e 
E m peror is capable of m aking an error, 
does so at th e risk of suffering life im ­ 
prisonm ent, or d eath. 
A s an intellig en t 
R ussian once said to us, w hen asked w hat 
his fellow subjects, not N ih ilists, th o u g h t 
of th e G overnm ent of R ussia, “ Sir, th ey 
do not th in k .” 


T h e rumor is abroad that the Czar of 
Russia proposes to exercise his power as 
Duke of Finland, and abolish the repre­ 
sentative body of the Government of the 
latter country. 
This would reduce the 
1* inns to the condition of serfs, in fact, 
having 110 rights whatever that tRe Czar 
need respect. 
If Russia has resolved on 
this despotic action, there is nothing to 
prevent her. 
But the proceding w ill only 
serve to intensify the spirit of revolt that 
is so strong at this time in Russia, and 
that some day must result in the establish­ 
ment of a Constitutional Government. Tiie 
Swedes are so closely related to the Finns 
and so sympathize with them, that should 
the Czar carry out his threat, Sweden will 
surely protest. 
That Government con­ 
siders Finland a province of Sweden, and 
will never admit that Russia of right 
rules over it. There is a probability, there­ 
fore, that this Finnish difficulty may bring 
about friction in Europe that will result 
beneficially to the democratic sentiment, 
and possibly bring on a war. 


M IIOEVER is disposed to the prosperity 
of Sacramento kindly should do all that 
he can to stimulate the spirit of improve­ 
ment now manifest among our people, and 
to discourage the spirit of opposition to 
the grading and improvement of our high­ 
ways. Oiiven, a town with good streets and 
we will have a city with inviting condi­ 
tions, for the well-kept street enhances 
property values, stimulates the building of 
residences, prompts the householder to 
beautify his surroundings, invites new 
residents, and generally operates to make 
a place prosperous and handsome, and 
therefore inviting. 
No outside issues 
should be mixed up with this question of 
street improvement. 


T h e Pan-American Congress has adopted 
a resolution in favor of a railroad to con­ 
nect all the countries, or most of them, 
represented in the conference. 
The plan 
is to have an International Board of En­ 
gineer- erected to devise schemes to the 
end in view. 
The idea Ls a good one ; the 
plan is feasible and the belief we entertain 
is that it will be carried out. 
Present 
time is to eliminate distance between the 
American States largely, and make the 
nations of the two continents close neigh­ 
bors and fast friends.

TEE SCHOOL AND THE CHURCH. 


Lev. Horatio Stebbins, D. I)., of San 
Francisco, on Sunday, 
in 
that 
city, 
preached of the relation of the common 
school system to religiou and to govern­ 
ment. 
He was, as usual, trenchant and 
bold, and found the kernel of the question 
in these sentences of undeniable truth : 
The pubiic school system of the country is im ­ 
bedded in the United States Htid in the hearts ot 
the citizens. It is a part of the office of the 
Government as much as it is to sustain the judi­ 
ciary ami legislative departments. It is the 
duty-of the Government because duties are re­ 
quired ol the citizens which require intelli­ 
gence. If it was a monarchy it would be differ­ 
ent, but in a free country the Government is no 
longer paternal. 
This duty the Government owes to the citizen 
because the Government requires duties ot the 
citizen as a free man. The common school svs- 
tem is no charity. Men without iumily a"sk 
why they are compelled to pav taxes to educate 
auotherm an’s children. For the same reason 
that they receive other municipal benefits, it is 
because the general social welfare requires it. 
That is the whole question in a nut­ 
shell. There is 110 religion in the common 
schools, because it is not the office of the 
system to deal with the spiritual any more 
than it is the office of the judicial and ex­ 
ecutive departments of the Government. 
If the argument that the schools should 
be religious is sound, then it is good for 
the detense of religious teaching and test­ 
ing in each aud every branch of Govern­ 
ment. The reverend speaker put it well 
when he declared that those who say there 
is 110 religion in the schools really mean 
there is not in the schools what each in­ 
dividual nolds to be religion. 
There is 
such a divergence of opinion as to what is 
true religion that the whole matter set­ 
tles down to tiiis proposition : “There is 
no religion in the schools or any other 
institution unless there is conformity to 
what you or 1 believe.’’ 
There is no re­ 
ligion in the schools unless our particular 
views are sustained by the teaching. The 
State simply says: “Settle this question, 
hat is true religion ?’ among your­ 
selves, for the State does not meddle with 
it, but gives to the child only those means 
of knowledge concerning the 
common 
things of useful life that are essential to 
decent and orderly citizenship.” 


S h e r i f f F l a c k has sent his resigna­ 
tion to Governor Hill ; Tammany has ex­ 
pelled h im ; a jury of his country has 
found him guilty of criminal conspiracy to 
falsely procure a Court judgm ent; and yet 
Flack declares that he is innocent, and 
that time will vindicate him. The brazen 
effrontery of the man is amazing. The 
very lawyer who appeared for his wife in 
the divorce case against Flack, went on 
the stand and swore that Flack’s son en­ 
gaged him to bring the action; that he 
never saw his client, Mrs. Flack; that no 
testimony was introduced by him, and 
that he never even went liefore the Referee, 
but that Flack, his 
son, and Referee 
Meeks conducted the whole thing. 
In 
other words, Mrs. Flack was plaintiff in a 
suit for divorce while she had no knowl­ 
edge whatever of the proceeding, and 
Flack and his son engineered the entire 
affiiir. 
Yet Flack puts up a pitiful mouth 
and declares his innocence. If there could 
be any doubt of the lawyer’s story, the let­ 
ters from the son and from the Referee to 
the lawyer establish conclusively that the 
fraud was put up and carried out by the 
father, the son, and the Referee. 


Ch ie f E n g in e e r C asey tells the Sacra­ 
mento river delegates now in Washington, 
that if a Commission is not created as 
asked for, a Board of Officers familiar with 
California streams may be appointed to 
have charge of the matter of the reclama­ 
tion of the rivers. 
This would lie better 
than nothing. 
But why a commission 
should not be raised for our rivers as well 
as for those of the Mississippi valley, is 
what is incomprehensible. 
The trouble 
with Boards of ( (fficers of the army is, that 
only the.few are educated in river engi­ 
neering; that they move very slowlv; that 
they are by training led to repulse the 
advice, even the testimony of civilians; that 
tliev are rarely well posted upon the com­ 
mercial interests involved in a great work. 
A mixed commission, however, with skilled 
engineers accustomed to the trertment of 
rivers, will be more rapid in movement 
liberal in sentiment and in closer com­ 
munion with the people whose interests 
lie nearest to the cause of river reclama­ 
tion and restoration.

and tortured into so-called confessions. 1 
No, Mr. Kennan’s statements are so evi­ 
dently true, are fortified by such strong 
proofs, and correspond so exactly with the 
statements of other travelers, and 
of 
escaped political convicts, that we do not 
need to send another private inspector, 
especially not one who would be under 
the direction and officious hospitality of 
the Russian officials. 


I t a p p e a r s that the woman who wrote 
the personal letter to the Czar, protesting 
against Russian cruelties, and from which 
letter the K e c o rd -U n io n quoted freely, 
a day or two ago, has been re-arrested, and 
is threatened with exile to Siberia. Our 
readers will recall that in the letter there 
was not a word that any citizen in a free 
government might not address to a legis­ 
lator or Governor without offense. 
In­ 
deed, there is not in the communica­ 
tion a line that should oflend the Czar. It 
is a dignified protest against a political 
system as antagonistic to the best interests 
of one’s native land. 
All through the 
letter there breathes a spirit of patriotism 
and ardent love for Russia, and even of 
respect for the Imperial house. 
But in 
Russia the right of petition is unknown; 
and whoever dares to even think that the 
Emperor is capable of making an error, 
does so at the risk of sufiering life im­ 
prisonment, or death. 
As an intelligent 
Russian once said to us, when asked what 
his fellow subjects, not Nihilists, thought 
of the Government of Russia, “Sir, they 
do not think.” 


T h e rumor is abroad that the Czar of 
Russia proposes to exercise his power as 
Liuke of Finland, aud abolish the repre­ 
sentative body of the Government of the 
latter country. 
This would reduce the 
Linns to the condition of serfs, in fact, 
having no rights whatever that tRe Czar 
need respect. 
If Russia has resolved on 
this des[>otic action, there is nothing to 
prevent her. 
But the preceding will only 
serve to intensify the spirit of revolt that 
is so strong at this time in Russia, and 
that some day must result in the establish­ 
ment of a Constitutional Government. The 
Swedes are so closely related to the Finns 
and so sympathize with them, that should 
the Czar carry out his threat, Sweden will 
surely protest. 
That Government con­ 
siders Finland a province of Sweden, and 
will never admit that Russia of right 
rules over it. There is a probability, there­ 
fore, that this Finnish difficulty may bring 
about friction in Europe tiiat will result 
beneficially to the democratic sentiment, 
and possibly bring 011 a war. 


HOE VER is disposed to the prosperity 
of Sacramento kindly should do all that 
he can to stimulate the spirit of improve­ 
ment now manifest among our people, and 
to discourage the spirit of opposition to 
the grading and improvement of our high­ 
ways. Given, a town with good streets and 
we will have a city with inviting condi­ 
tions, for the well-kept street enhances 
property values, stimulates the building of 
residences, prompts the householder to 
beautify his surroundings, invites new 
residents, and generally operates to make 
a place prosi>erous and handsome, and 
therefore inviting. 
No outside issues 
should be mixed up with this question of 
street improvement. 


T h e Pan-American Congress has adopted 
a resolution in favor of a railroad to con­ 
nect all the countries, or most of them, 
represented in the conference. The plan 
is to have an International Board of En­ 
gineers erected to devise schemes to the 
end in view. The idea is a good one ; the 
plan is feasible and the belief we entertain 
is that it will be carried out. 
Present 
time is to eliminate distance between the 
American States largely, and make the 
nations of the two continents close neigh­ 
bors and fast friends.

An Unknown Frenchman Shoots Him­ 
self Hear Chico. 


ANOTHER IRON FOUNDRY CLOSED 


W ork on the Pioche Railroad—An 
Imposing Funeral at Grass 
Valley—Land Grant Titles. 


(CECLAL DISPATCHES TO THE BSCOBD-UNION. | 


PICKETS POSTED. 
W hat the Striking ¡Holders Say Concern­ 
ing the Situation. 
Saw Francisco, March ¡¡7th. — Pickets 
were posted at every available point on 
this and the other side oí the bay to-day by 
the Holders’ Union in readiness for the 
men said to be on their way out here from 
the East. Secretary Collins was of the 
opinion, however, that the Foundrymen’s 
Association would not attempt to bring out 
a carload of men. but would try and smug­ 
gle them into town by twos and threes. 
“You may rest assured of one thing,” he 
remarked, “the men they bring out are 
not first-class men, as the trade is booming 
in the East, and an ordinary molder can 
make at least $3 a day there. When the 
members of the Foundrymen’s Association 
say they can obtain men and that some of the 
foundries now have as many molders em­ 
ployed as before the strike, they do not tell 
the truth. There are only three men who 
can properly be called molders working in 
the Risdon, and not one of the three is a 
first-class man. W hy one of the ap­ 
prentices who recently left the City Iron 
Work has been offered $3 a day and a 
bonus of $100 to return. 
“It they are obliged to offer these terms 
to a boy, who was getting only $4 a week 
before the strike, you can see to what 
straits they have been driven. As far as 
this coast is concerned, we do not fear that 
they will be able to obtain any men. In 
Utah, Montana. Oregon, Washington and 
British Columbia there are molders who 
belong to the local union in this city, and 
they will see that no men come to this 
place.” 
Last evening another severe blow was 
dealt the strikers bv the unexpected closing 
down ot the Huntington Foundry. This 
shop has had some large contracts to finish, 
and not belonging to the Foundrymeu’s 
Association, work has been going right 
along without any trouble. Yesterday, 
however, the contracts were finished and 
the foundry closed, the understanding be­ 
ing that work will not be resumed until 
the present trouble is over. As the union 
relied strongly on this shop the members 
are correspondingly depressed. 
Last evening one of the Eastern molders 
who has been working in the Fulton 
Foundry, quit work, and came over to the 
ranks of the strikers. The man said that 
he and his fellow-workmen had been 
sworn in as special policemen, and in sup­ 
port of his story showed the star he had 
been wearing. 
He also had a num­ 
ber of large pistol cartridges on his person, 
and stated that each man had been armed 
with a buil-dog pistol and fifty cartridges. 
The members of the union are very wroth 
against this action and denounced the 
Foundrymen’s Association and the author­ 
ities for arming men who are not citizens 
of the State and whose antecedents are un­ 
known. 
RAILROAD m a t t e r s. 
An Interview W ith the President of the 
Northern Pacific.

LAND GRANT TITLE j. 
A M ethod Suggested for Settling Laud 
DUputvü in New Mexico. 
Santa Fe, March 27th.—In response to 
requests made by Congressman Caswell, 
Chairman of the House Committee on 
Private Land Claims, Surveyor-General 
Hobart has prepared and forwarded to 
W ashington an outline of a measure which 
it seems will go a long way towards solving 
the vexed problem of land grant titles in 
New Mexico, Colorado and Arizona. 
He proposes that surveys shall be made 
under the direction of Government offi­ 
cers, by township, of ail lands included in 
and contiguous to grants claimed under 
the Spanish and Mexican Governments, 
the surveyors to have authority to demand 
from ail gram claimants copies of all pa­ 
pers or other evidence upon which the 
claimant bases the title. This evidence, 
together with maps of each township or 
part claimed, shall be transmitted to the 
Register and Receiver of the land district 
in which the grant is located, and be ex-

WAITED TOO LONG. 
Judgm ent in a Yolo Laud Case Affirmed 
l>y the Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court has rendered a de­ 
cision in the case of Glide, appellant, vs. 
Dwyer, respondent. This was a bill in 
equity brought to set aside a decree of fore­ 
closure, on the alleged ground of fraud. 
The defendant entered a demurrer in the 
lower Court, which was sustained, and the 
plaintiff declined to amend. Judgment 
was therefore entered for the defendant, 
and the plaintiff appealed. 
In 1880 a mortgage on 24,338 acres of 
land in Yolo county was executed to the 
defendant, and 32,000 promissory notes of 
$25 each were given as security. Only 
1,440 of these notes, aggregating $36 000, 
were issued. The mortgage was foreclosed 
and the land sold to one McCarthy for 
$11,500. 
The plaintiff alleges that the property 
was worth at least $35,000, and that the 
property was sold to McCarthy for the pur­ 
pose of defrauding other holders of the 
trust-mortgage notes. The plaintiff further 
says that he is now willing to buy the 
property at a price higher than the one 
bid, but the Court held that he had an op­ 
portunity of doing so at the time of the 
sale, but neglected to do so. The Court 
says that the demurrer was properly sus­ 
tained by the lower Court, and its decision 
is affirmed.
